East-West Syrmetry and the Fade-in Problem 


by Gordon Helson 


The unexpeoted successes of the E20 fade-out predictions described 
in the NRC bulletin last summer leads. one to investigate ‘the possibility 
that sunset effects may be dominent in controlling the fade-in time for 
trans-oceanic. stations, It is. obvious however that that one cannot: 
‘directly obtain fade-in predictions from the same set of considerations 
that.produce E20 timese Fade-out is due to the production of an absorb- 
ing layer of tonization caused by the sunlight illumination that begins 
at sunrise near the transmitter site. On the other hand, fadeein is 
due to the loss of ionization which begins as soon as sunset cuts off 
‘the solar illumination which preduces the ionization. Since the rate o: 
loss of ionization is not the same as the rate of production, the pro- 
duction equations used in the E20 program must be replaced with an 
‘eauivalont set of equations describing the loss of ionization. For a 
“-punber of .reasong associated with the form of the recombination (ise. 
“Less) equations, it is rather obvious that fade-in predictions are 
going to be less accurate than E20 predictions; a final uncertainty of 
30 minutes would not be surprising. Nevertheless even relatively crude 
“fade~in predictions would be considerably better than what we now have. 
While working on this problem I.have beer thinking about East-West 
symmetry and I think that certain information about TP fadesin timeg 
might.be gleaned from observations made of TA fade-in times. 


There is.a most interesting synmetr} between the TA and TP fade-in 
eases that might allow us to get an idea of when a TP station will fade- 
if we know something about the fade=in of a TA station on a similar 
path. In each case the signal is being blocked by a highly absorbing 
layer. in the sunlit West: in each case the signal (TA or TP) cannot 
come through until this absorbing layer has disappeared by a certain 
amount due to sunset. Consider the following schematic diagram which 
represents the approach of sunset at the western end of a long path:
